Bad Telegraph Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—The telegraph 


conditions iu China aae very unsatisfac- 
tory and the the foreign governments 
affected are eudeavoring to better them. 
Tho chief cable station from which 
news from Pekm is sent to the outside 
world is Shanghai. Tho only way in 
which Shanghai is reached from the 
capital is by wire overland, from Chee- 
Foo, and this line is under control oi 
the Chinese authorities and Sheng, the 
Chinese director of pos's and telegraphs 
(about whom so much is being publish- 
ed) can control anything that comes 
over it. The only mode of communica- 
tion available to the United States be- 
tween Taku and Chee Foo ia by naval 
vessels. It Is the intention to lay 
cable betweea Taku and Che-Foo, for 
which the United States will contri 
buto its proper share, about $100,000.

THE MAJOR'S VISIT. 


WOW A GENTLEMANLY 
CAPITALIST 


STIRRED A PENNSYLVANIA TOWN. 


He Wa» XJnobtiUilve, but Had tin Air 


About Him Th»t Won XC«»pect »ud At- 


i tentlon—When He Went Away, There 
! Was I>l8»ppolatni«nt. 


GAMBLED BUT ONCE.

i Late one spring evening in tbo middle 
-r-oventies a stranger alighted from a pas- 
ronger train that had just drawn up to the 
itutiou of a Pennsylvania mountain town. 
Ho was nt once beset by half a dozen negro 
hotel runners, the most enterprising of 
•whom took possession of bis hand satchel 
before ho had time to assent or dissent. 
Because he was pleased with the negro's 
push or because he fancied the name of 
the hotel this porter represented the 
stranger gave the man the check for his 
truuk and put himself under his guidance. 


At the hotel the stranger registered his 


name in a plain, businesslike hand as 
"Major John H." of Philadelphia. He 
made his toilet, ate his supper, and, light- 
ing a cigar, went out, as he remarked, for 
a stroll about the town. Upon his return 
an hour or so later bo entered into conver- 
sation with the landlord. Major H. ap- 
peared to tako an interest In the banks of 
the town, of which ho said ho had noticed 
there were a larger number. Ho inquired 
as to their condition, and seemed pleased 
to bear that they were all regarded as 
strong institutions, all under safe, con- 
servative management. His interest, lie 
hinted, was owing to tho probability that 
ho would in the near future have occasion 
to deposit in one of them a largo sum of 
money. 


Becoming more communicative, the 


major said ho had heard that the morning 
paper of the town—a paper of repute and 
influence—was for sale, in settlement of 
an estate, and that ho was strongly dispos- 
ed to buy it. 


The next morning all the town knew of 


tho presence of tho rich gentlemnn fron 
Philadelphia, who was going to buy tho 


, and he was tho object of mucl 


respectful curiosity when bo appeared 01 
tho streets. In him the curious saw a mai 
above tho medium staturo and beyond 
middle ago, who dressed plainly, but witl 
great neatness, and who, in tho face, bon 
a resemblance to General Grant, a resem 
bianco which was not lessoned by tho fan 
that tho major always bad a cigar in hi: 
mouth. 


Tho first placo the major visited tin 


morning after his arrival was tho ollico o 
the newspaper that was for sale. Ho wa 
received there with much consideration 
and spent some hours inspecting tho plan 
and carefully going over the books. 
Hi 


expressed satisfaction with what bo lint 
seen and learned, and intinmtod his will 
ingnoss to pay a certain sum in cash f( 
tho property—a sum rather larger thai 
tho management hoped to receive, thong 
not, of course, as largo as that asked. 


From Iho newspaper office tho majo 


•was escorted to a neighboring bank, whi-r 
his reception by tho president was most 
cordial and flattering. Seeing in tho new- 
comer' a prospective customer and a man 
destined to bo of much influence in tho 
community, this wido awako bunk officer 
not only took groat pleasure in making 
him acquainted with tho really excellent 
condition of tho bank, but insisted on 
driving him out that afternoon to seo tho 
natural beauties of tho region, which 
seemed to charm tho nmjor. 
That night 


nothing would do but that tho major 
should dine with him. 


Tbo nest day other prominent men of 


tbo town, who did not propose to permit; 
tho bank president to monopolize tho 
major, sought him out, with tho result 
that before noon ho was engaged to drivo 
out behind fast horses every afternoon, 
and to dine as tbo guest of honor every 
evening for a week. Tho major drovo nut, 
and tbo major dined. His quiet and un- 
ostentatious manner and his intelligent, 
conservative conversation won for him 
golden opinions, nnd in a short time tho 
town was raad over tho major. 
Menn- 


whilo ho would drop into tho newspaper 
office every morning, whore lie was already 
looked upon as tho new proprietor, and 
spread happiness about him by pleasant 
Words of commendation. 


Finally one* morning tho major an- 


nounced that, ho bad definitely decided to 
buy tho paper and ordered a lawyer to 
draw up tho legal documents and havo 
them ready on a specified dny tho follow- 
ing week. Ho said that ho would havo to 
loavo tho town for a few days to arrange 
the transfer of the money needed for tho 
purchase and that ho would return tho 
day before that fixed for the transfer. 


Tho major then dropped in to soo bis 


friend the bank president, and gladdened 
his heart by announcing an intention of 
opening apersonal account with tho bank. 
Ho handed over his check for $15,000, 
drawn on a prominent Philadelphia bank, 
and after chatting a fow minutes arose us 
if to go, remarking that ho bad a business 
call to Pittsburg, for which city bo would 
start in the morning. Tho bank president 
solicitously inquired whether ho had sufli- 
oient funds with him for tho journey, and 
the major said he thought bo had, but ho 
would sco. After an inspection of bis 
wallet tho major said that perhaps it would 
be prudent to replenish it, and that ho 
would take $500 if his friend didn't nihul. 
So bo gave his check, received tho money 
with a careless matter of course manner, 
shook hands with tho bank president ami 
strolled off to his hotel. The next morning 
tho major quitted tho town, taking with 
him many expressions of good will and of 
hopes for a speedy return. IIo has not 
been seen there or heard of by any of irs 
inhabitants since. 


The bankprcsidentwas thofirst to learn 


that tho major was a swindler, and his in- 
formation came from the Philadelphia 
bank. He, being a sensitive man and not 
caring to have his name bandied about in 
ridicule on the common tongue, said noth- 
ing then or till long after about the $500. 
The lawyer and the people in tho newspa- 
per office were ready on the appointed day, 
but the paper was not sold that day. 


There was, of course, gossip in the little 


town over tho failure of the major to coino 
back, and at first a disposition to inquire 
of tho prominent gentlemen who hod driv- 
en him out and dined him what had bo- 
come of him. But tho replies of those gen- 
tlemen woro so ambiguous that no one de- 
rived any satisfaction from thorn, much 
less any information. 


The newspaper, which had at hand a 


"beat" on tho entire press of tho country, 
passed tho major's disappearance by in si- 
lence, and in timo ho became forgotten— 
New York Times.

M. Bla.no, tho founder of the casino at 


Uonte Carlo, was very- eccentric. 


Ho was never known to play nt tho ta- 


>les except on one occasion, and then It 
,vas a somewhat costly experience. 


"While on a visit to the Wiesbaden casino 


with Mine. Bluno ho was in tho habit of 
accompanying her on a morning stroll 
each day. 
During ono of these walks 


madnmo complained of tho heat of the 
sun and requested her husband to buy her 


parasol. Accordingly the two entered 
shop, where madamo selected a very 


pretty iirticlo, worth 80 francs—about £3 
4s—which M. Blanc, with a scowl and a 
muttered grumble, paid. 


When the casino opened at noon, great 


was tho astonishment of tho croupiers and 
visitors to seo M. Blanc place 2 louis on 
Ibo rod at ono of tho trento et quarante 
tables. The attendants hastened to get 
him a chair, but this he declined, saying 
ho was only going to remain a fow min- 
utes. YAhon the cards woro dealt, ho won, 
and, taking up his winnings, left tho orig- 
inal stake on tbo table. For a second timo 
ho won, and had now got back tho price 
of the uuibrolla. But not content, he ven- 
tured another 2 louis, which this time 
he lost. Somewhat annoyed at this, the 
founder of tbo place doubled the stake, 
and won, thus getting back tbo cost of the 
umbrella again. 


Determined, however, to regain his 2 


louis, ho staked it again, only to BOO 
it raked in by the bank. Thus ho kept 
on winning and losing, but never able to 
recover tho 2 'louis, till at last bo found 
himself 25 louis out, all the gold his pock- 
ctbook contained. A thousand frunc note 
ho had was quickly changed and swallow- 
ed up- Then, becoming exasperated, he 
cashed his chock for a largo sum, and, sit- 
ting down, commenced the battle in car- 
nest. Hour after hour passed by, but M.

Th« Gros» Misuse of the Nominative Case 


of l'ronoun». 


" There is ono extremely common mis- 


take In English which always fills me with 
sadness when It does not 1111 me with vex- 
iition," said tho man who tries to bo cnro- 
ful in his UBC of language. "I do not like 
to preach general discourses on tho use of 
bad language, because I do not feel sufc, 
und one's sermon in such a case Is so like- 
ly to bo a ridiculous example of the thing 
complained of. But this mistake is so 
gross und palpable that any one with an 
elementary knowledge of grammar should 
recognize it. 
Tho thing which makes it 


peculiarly sad or vexatious Is tho fact that 
tho error is often made by persons who 
make some protuDso of using good Eng- 
lish. Half or 70 per cent of tho school- 
teachers, I will venture to'gay, make this 
mistake. It is tho use of such expressions 
as'Between you und I,' 'They asked you 
and I to come,' 'Lot you and I go,' or, 
moro horrible still, 'They suw he and I up 
town." In other words, iu Ja Liiu u&u ut i'uo 
nominative form of tho pronoun as the ob- 
ject of a preposition or a verb. 


"Tho reason for this is obvious. 
It Is 


known that ignorant persons use such ex- 
pressions as 'Him and mo wont up town' 
or ' You and nie was seen.' Pcoplo learn- 
ing that euch expressions arc incorrect 
homchow got the notion that it Is never 
correct to Ufa such u form as 'You and 
mo," or 'Him and her,' or'Them and mo.' 
They feel guilty whenever they arc caught 
using such a combination of words, and 
doubtless if they hoard a person say, "i'hoy 
asked him und me to uomo to the dinner," 
which ulono is correct, thoy would ha%o a 
bcn*-o that an error hud been uindo. They 
get to foul that tho conjunction 'and' has 
a kind of doublo action control, govern- 
ing tho nominative case1 at both onds. A 
little reflection would remind them that 
this word has nothing at all to do with 
the cases. 


"A sure euro for this bad habit is to 


drop tho 'and' nnd use each o£ tho pro- 
nouns alone. 
What person, for instance, 


who would say ' Thoy asked you and I to 
come' would alto bay 'They asked I to 
come,' or what person who would without 
hesitation say '.Lot you and I go' could 
over bo caught saying 'Let 1 go?' 
Many 


of the people who tiso 'you arid I' as tho 
object of n verb would not go so far as to 
say 'They asked ho and 1 if wo would 
como,' but there arc persons who go this 
length and display an unnoyiiig sonso of 
superiority in doing it. 
They feol that 


thoro is something elegant about tho com- 
binations, 'lie and I,' 'rihu and I,' and 
'They and I,' and worn tho humblo accu- 
t-ativo forms, yet oven theso would hardly 
say'They saw I,'or 'They saw she,'or 
'They snw thny.' Why in the world, then, 
should tho 'and' mako any difference in 
their speech? This is a i.oint to which it 
would bo well for teachers of English to 
gUctholr attention."—Indianapolis News.
